AMENDMENT OF CLAIMS 



Amend the claims as follows: 
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127. (Currently amended) A method for transmitting venue-based in-play camera views for 
display at authorized hand held device, said method comprising the steps of: 

transmitting in-p!ay camera views from at least one in-play camera located at an in-play 
camera location within an entertainment venue over a cellular telecommunications network for 
viewing by handheld devices including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA 
capabilities and authorized to receive and process said in-play camera view; 

processing said in-play camera view for display on displays associated with said hand 
held devices author i z ed t o r o ceiv o and proc e ss said i n p l ay ca m e ra v io w ; and 

enabling display of said in-play camera view on said displays. 



128.( Previously presented) The method of claim 127 further comprising the step of recording a 
particular in-play camera view transmitted from said at least one in-play camera in response to 
user input at a hand held device. 
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129. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 127 further comprising the step of storing a 
particular in-play camera view transmitted from said at least one in-p!ay camera in response to 
user input at a hand held device. 

130. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 128 wherein the step of recording a particular 
in-play camera view transmitted from said at least one in-play camera further comprises the 
step of storing said particular in-play camera view within a memory in said hand held device. 

131 . ( Previously presented) The method of claim 128 wherein said particular in-play camera 
view comprises an instant replay. 

132. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 127 wherein said in-play camera location 
comprises a placement within at least one of : a race car competing within a racing venue, a 
helmet in a sport stadium. 

133. (Previously amended) The method of claim 127 wherein said venue comprises at least one 
of: a racetrack, sports stadium, amusement park, casino, concert venue. 

134. (Currently amended) A method of providing video entertainment comprising the steps of: 

capturing at least one in-play camera view from at least one in-play camera located 
within a race car competing within a car racing venue for viewing by at least one handheld 
device including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA capabilities physically 
located within the racing venue and authorized to receive and process said in-play camera view; 

processing said at least one in-play camera view for display on a display associated with 
a hand held device including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA capabilities 
a ut horize d to roooiv e-a nd - proc e ss said at least on e- i n - p la y c a m er a v ie w and phys i ca ll y locat ed 
w i th i n - s ai d racing venue ; 

transmitting said at least one in-play camera view to at least one handheld device 
including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA capabilities, physically located 
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within the racing venue and authorized to receive and process said at least one in-play camera 
view; and 

displaying said at ieast one in-play camera view on a display associated with at least 
one hand held device including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA 
capabilities, physically located within said racing venue and authorized to receive, process and 
display at least one in-play camera view. 

135. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 134 further comprising the step of recording a 
particular in-play camera view captured by said at least one in-p!ay camera within a hand held 
device physically located within said racing venue and authorized to receive, process and 
display in-play camera views captured at the racing venue, in response to a user input at said 
hand held device. 

136. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 134 further comprising the step of storing a 
particular in-play camera view captured by said at least one in-play camera by a hand held 
device physically located within said racing venue and authorized to receive, process and 
display in-play camera views captured at the racing venue, in response to a user input at said 
hand heid device. 

137. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 136 wherein the step of storing a particular 
in-play camera view transmitted from said at least one in-play camera further comprises the 
step of storing said particular in-play camera view within a memory in said hand held device. 

138. ( Currently amended) A method for transmitting venue-based in-play camera views for 
display at a hand held device authorized to receive venue-based in-play camera views, said 
method comprising the steps of: 

transmitting in-play camera views captured from at least one in-play camera located at 
an in-play camera location within an entertainment venue to enterprise equipment located at the 
entertainment venue; 
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processing said in-piay camera views at said enterprise equipment for secure 
transmission to at least one hand held device including video- and data-enabled cellular 
telephones and PDA capabilities. 802.11 wireless capabilities and authorized with at least one 
security code to receive and display video on a display screen associated with said at ieast one 
hand held device; and 

securely transmitting processed in-play camera views over 802. 1 1 radio frequency 
transmissions to at least one hand held d e v i c e authorized wHh-at least one s e cur i ty cod e to 
receive and disp l ay video on a d i sp l ay soroon associated with said at ieast ono hand hold 

139. ( Currently amended) The method of claim 138 further comprising the steps of: 

receiving processed in-play camera views at a hand held device authoriz e d with at l east 
on e se c u r i ty code to roco i v o and disp l ay vid eo o n a d i s pl ay screen assoc i at e d w i th said hand 
h el d d e v ise; 

processing said in-play camera views for viewing on a display associated with said hand 
held device; and 

displaying said processed in-play camera views on the display screen associated with 
said hand held device. 

140. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 139 further comprising the step of recording a 
particular in-play camera received by said hand held device in response to a user input at said 
hand held device. 

141. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 139 further comprising the step of storing a 
particular in-play camera received by said hand held device in response to a user input at said 
hand held device. 

142. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 141 further comprising the step of storing 
said particular in-play camera view within a memory in said hand held device. 
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143. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 138 wherein said in-play camera location 
comprises a placement within at least one of; a race car competing within a racing venue, a 
helmet within a sports stadium. 

144. (Previously amended) The method of claim 138 wherein said venue comprises at least one 
of: a racetrack, sports stadium, amusement park, casino, concert venue. 

145. ( Currently amended) A method for receiving venue-based in-play camera views by a hand 
held device including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA capabilities. 802.1 1 
wireless ca pabilities and authorized by at least one security code to receive in-play camera 
views and adapted to display in-play camera views, said method comprising the steps of: 

receiving in-play camera views provided from at least one in-play camera at a hand held 
device including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA capabilities, 802. 11 
wireless capabilities and authorized by at least one security code to receive said in-play camera 
views; 

processing said in-play camera views for viewing on a display associated with said hand 
held device authorize d by a t-i oa st one s e cur i ty code to roooiv e -sa i d i n - play camera vio ws; and 

displaying said processed in-play camera view on a display screen associated with said 
hand held device, thereby enabling hand held device users to view said in-play camera views 
through said hand held device authorized by at least one security code to receive said in-play 
camera views. 

146. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 145 further comprising the step of recording a 
particular in-play camera received by said hand held device in response to a user input at said 
hand held device. 
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147. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 145 further comprising the step of storing a 
particular in-play camera received by said hand held device in response to a user input at said 
hand held device. 

148. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 147 further comprising the step of storing 
said particular in-play camera view within storage media in said hand held device. 

149. ( Previously presented) The method of claim 145 wherein said in-play camera location 
comprises a placement within at least one of: race car competing within a racing venue and a 
helmet in a sports stadium. 

150. (Previously amended) The method of claim 145 wherein said venue comprises at least one 
of: a racing venue, a racetrack, a sports stadium, an amusement park, a casino, and a concert 
venue. 

151. (Currently amended) A system for securely transmitting venue-based in-play camera views 
to wireless hand held devices including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA 
capabilities, 802.11 wireless capabilities and authorized to receive and process said venue- 
based in-play camera views, said system comprising: 

transmitter adapted to securely transmit at least one in-play camera view from at least 
one in-play camera located at an in-play location within a live entertainment venue to wireless 
hand held devices including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA capabilities. 
802.11 wireless capabilities and authorized to receive and process venue-based in-play camera 
views; and 

processor for processing said in-play camera view for secure transmission by said 
transmitter to wireless hand held dev i ces authoriz o d-to -reeeive , proc e ss and d i sp l ay venue 
ea s e d i n - play camera vi o ws on-a d i sp l ay associated w i th s ai d w i rel e ss hand he l d d evices. 
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152. ( Currently amended) The system of ciaim 151 further comprising said wireless hand held 
devices located within said entertainment venue and adapted to securely receive at least one 
in-piay camera view transmitted by said transmitter and to process said at least one in-piay 
camera view for display on at least one display associated with said wireless hand held devices. 

153. { Previously presented) The system of claim 152, said wireless hand held devices further 
comprising a recorder for recording a particular in-play camera view transmitted by said 
transmitter and received by said wireless hand held devices in response to a user input at said 
wireless hand held devices. 

154. { Previously presented) The system of claim 152, said wireless hand held devices further 
comprising storage media for storing a particular in-piay camera view transmitted by said 
transmitter and received by said wireless hand held devices in response to a user input at said 
wireless hand held devices. 

155. { Previously presented) The system of claim 154 wherein said storage media further 
comprises a memory location. 

156. (Previously amended) The system of claim 151, further comprising at least one in-play 
camera located within at least one of: a race car competing within a racing venue, and a helmet 
in a sports stadium. 

157. ( Previously amended) The system of claim 151 wherein said live entertainment venue 
further comprises at least one of: a racetrack, a sports stadium, an amusement park, a casino, 
and a concert venue. 

158. (Previously amended) The system of claim 175, said at least one hand held device further 
comprising a recorder for recording a particular in-play camera view transmitted from said at 
least one in-play camera, in response to a user input. 
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159. (Previously amended) The system of claim 175, said at least one hand held device further 
comprising a storage mechanism for storing a particular in-play camera view transmitted from 
said at least one in-play camera, in response to a user input. 

160. ( Previously presented) The system of claim 159 wherein said storage mechanism 
comprises a memory location. 

161 . ( Previously presented) The system of claim 160 wherein said memory location further 
comprises storage media. 

162. (Previously amended) The system of claim 175, wherein said in-play camera location 
comprises a placement within at least one of: a race car competing within a racetrack, and a 
helmet in a sports venue. 

163. (Currently amended) The system of claim 175, wherein said live entertainment venue 
further comprises at least one of: a racetrack, a sports stadium, an amusement park, a casino, 
and a concert venue. 

164. ( Currently amended) A system for securely transmitting entertainment venue-based in- 
play camera views for display at wireless hand held devices including video- and data-enabled 
cellular telephones and PDA capabilities, 802.1 1 wireless capabilities and authorized to receive, 
process and display the entertainment venue-based in-play camera views, said system 
comprising enterprise equipment including a processor and 802.1 1 radio frequency transmitter, 
said enterprise equipment adapted to securely transmit entertainment venue-based in-play 
camera views captured by at least one in-play camera located at the entertainment venue to 
wireless hand held devices including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA 
capabilities, 802.11 wireless capabilities and authorized to receive, process and display said 
entertainment venue-based in-play camera views. 
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165. ( Currently amended) The system of claim 164 further comprising at least one wireless 
hand held device including video- and data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA capabilities. 
802.11 wireless capabilities and authorized to receive, process and display the entertainment 
venue-based in-play camera views and located in said entertainment venue, said at least one 
hand held device including: 

a display for displaying said processed in-play camera views; 

a n 802.1 1 radio frequency receiver for securely receiving processed in-play camera 

views; 

a cellular data communications transmitter/receiver for accessing remote venue 
entertainment data from remote servers: and 

a processor for processing said in-play camera views and remote venue entertainment 
data for display on a display included with said at least one hand held device. 

166. ( Previously presented) The system of claim 165, said at least one wireless hand held 
device further comprising a storage mechanism for storing a particular in-play camera view 
transmitted from said at least one in-play camera in response to a user input. 

167. ( Previously presented) The system of claim 166 wherein said storage mechanism further 
comprises a memory location. 

168. ( Previously presented) The system of claim 167 wherein said memory location comprises 
removable storage media. 

169. (Previously amended) The system of claim 164 wherein said enterprise equipment is 
located in at least one of: a racetrack, a sports stadium, an amusement park, a casino, and a 
concert venue, 
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170. (Currently amended) A system for receiving entertainment venue-based in-play camera 
views for display at wireless hand held devices including video- and data-enabled cellular 
telephones and PDA capabilities, 802.1 1 wirele ss capabilities and authorized to receive, 
process and display the entertainment venue-based in-play camera views, said system 
comprising: 

a n 802.11 wireless receiver in a wireless hand held device including video- and data- 
enabled cellular telephones and PDA capabilities, 802.1 1 wireless capabilities and authorized to 
receive, process and display the entertainment venue-based in-play camera views, said 
receiver adapted for securely receiving in-play camera views provided through a server and an 
802.1 1 radio frequency transmitter from at least one in-p!ay camera located at an entertainment 
venue; 

a processor in said wireless hand held device authorized to receive, process and display 
the entertainment venue-based in-play camera views, said processor adapted for processing 
said in-play camera views securely received by said receiver with an authorization code for 
secure viewing of said in-play camera views on a display associated with said hand held device 
authorized to roe ei v e- r proo e ss a nd d i sp l ay the entertainm e nt v e nu e- b a sed in - pl a y ca m e ra 
vi e ws ; and 

display in said wireless hand held device author i zed to rece i ve, process and - d i- sp ta y th e 
e nt e rt ai nm e nt - v e nu e-ba s e d in - play camor - a - v ie w s, said display adapted for displaying said in- 
play camera views processed by said processor. 

171 . ( Currently amended) The system of claim 170 further comprising a recorder adapted to 
record a particular in-play camera view received by said wireless hand held device- authorized to 
receive, process and d is p la y th e e nt e rta i nment venuo base<f in-play camera views-in response 
to a user input. 

172. { Currently amended) The system of claim 170 further comprising a storage mechanism 
adapted to store a particular in-play camera view received by said wireless hand held device 
authoriz o d - to - r e c eive , process and displ a y th e ent er ta i nment v e nu e- based i n play camera v i ews 
in response to a user input. 
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173. ( Previously presented) The system of claim 172 wherein said storage mechanism 
comprises a memory location. 

174. ( Previously presented) The system of claim 173 wherein said memory location comprises 
storage media. 

175. (Currently amended) A live video entertainment system for securely transmitting 
entertainment venue-based in-p!ay camera views to hand held devices including video- and 
data-enabled cellular telephones and PDA capabilities, 802.11 wireless capabilities and 
authorized by a security code to receive and process said venue-based in-play camera views 
for display at the hand held devices, said system comprising: 

at least one in-play camera for capturing at least one in-play camera view from at least 
one in-play camera; 

a processing means for processing said at least one in-play camera view for secure 
transmission to at least one wireless hand held device for display on said at least one hand held 
device; 

a n 802.11 wireless transmitter transmission moans for securely transmitting said at least 
one in-play camera view to at least one wireless hand held device; and 

at least one wireless hand held device including video- and data-enabled cellular 
telephones and PDA capabilities, 802.11 wireless capabilities and authorized by at least one 
security code to receive and display said at least one in-play camera view. 
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
